One of the items on the agenda for the Pasa¬ 
dena Unified School District board meeting Tuesday 
evening was a proposal to grant a contract of not 
more than $25,000 from July 1, 1989 to June 30, 1990 
for legal services. 

The^ proposal is to hire Carolyn H. Carlburg, 
attorney, for the “preparation of appropriate 
documentation and compliance with all procedural 
requirements (that) are essential for the proper 
presentation of the District’s case” in objecting to 
the possible secession of Sierra Madre students from 
Pasadena schools. 

When asked if the district would attempt to 
block secession, Robert A. Sampieri, deputy super¬ 
intendent for personnel and business ser¬ 
vices of PUSD, answered “Absolutely, through all 
legal means.” 

Sampieri could not provide The News with a 
dollar amount that the school system would 


lose if it lost the Sierra Madre students. He said 
he didn’t have it “off the top” of his head and 
he did not have time to look it up. 

He reported that as of October, 1988, 679 of the 
students in the Pasadena system were Sierra 
Madreans. 

The funds to pay the legal fees, “not to exceed 
$25,000,” come from the general fund, he 
reported. 

Carlburg, whose office is in Pasadena, will be 
retained for $150 per hour for her work. 

Sampieri explained that her charge would be to 
“review the process of proper compliance of codes, 
reporting requirements, collecting data to be pre¬ 
sented and to present that data when necessary . . . 
to represent ilie district in the proceedings.” 

Pasadena Lnified School District was notified 
by the Los Angeles County Office of Education 
that on Apr. 10, 1989, the county superintendent 


was officially notified that Sierra Madre Parents for 
Better Education (SMPBE) had lodged a request 
that “County Committee on School District Or¬ 
ganization of Los Angeles County approve a boun¬ 
dary change for the city of Sierra Madre, incor¬ 
porated 1904, transferring all territory located in the 
city limits to the city of Sierra Madre presently 
included in the Pasadena Unified School District 
(PUSD) to the Arcadia Unified School District 
(AUSD)...” 

According to the document from the Board 
of Education, the process for the reorganization 
requires compliance with 20 education 
codes. 

The document reads, “Professional legal ser¬ 
vices in preparation of the district’s case will better 
ensure that appropriate information, data and 
rationale is presented in support of the district’s 
position.” 


SMPBE petitions to county for secession 


Sierra Madre Parents for a Better Education 
(SMPBE) sent petitions containing 3700 names to 
the county for an official audit in their quest 
toward seceding school children of Sierra Madre out 
of Pasadena Unified School District into the Arca¬ 
dia School District. 

It took 17 days to collect that number of sig¬ 
natures of Sierra Madreans. 

Sue Levoe, one of the principals, told The 
News that 90 percent of those approached signed 


the petition. Out of about 4100 who were approached, 
3700 said “yes.” 

They also registered 275 new voters at the 
same time they were on the street corners of Sierra 
Madre the past two weekends. 

Dates of the public hearings to determine whe¬ 
ther or not there is a case to investigate secession 
will be announced later, Levoe said. Official 
tallying should be completed in about three weeks, 
she announced. 


We wish to thank the 150 petitioners who 
offered to knock on doors and sat at tables on 
street corners the past two weekends,” Levoe stated. 

They also noted a special thanks to Howie’s, 
Happy’s, Crystal Farms and Bottle Shop for allowing 
the group to use their facilities. 

“They were so supportive despite the reper¬ 
cussions,” Levoe noted. She was refering to several

Percell case 
to start Aug. 1

Jeffrey Stephen Percell continued to plead not 
guilty on a double count of murder at the pre¬ 
liminary hearing last week in superior court in Pasa¬ 
dena. 

He is charged with murdering his parents, Alice 
and John Percell, in their home on Liliano, Sierra 
Madre. Bodies of the deceased, killed by gunshot, 
were found by Sierra Madre Police Nov. 16. 

Percell surrendered to Burlington, Vt. police 
Dec. 13 and was extradited after a lengthy fight. 

He is being held with no bail. 

Prosecutor Elton Sims questioned the defendant 
on his plea, his response to the charge of use of 
a deadly weapon, and consideration of special cir¬ 
cumstance. Special circumstance would have allowed 
Percell to be eligible for parole, but would also 
include eligibility for the death penalty. Percell 
again pleaded not guilty, and went on to deny 
the charge of use of a deadly weapon and also 
denied special circumstance. 

The judge proceeded to waive time for 60 days 
to allow the defense to prepare its case, but was

All fireworks, including Safe & Sane, are 
illegal in the cities of Sierra Madre, Arcadia 
and Monrovia. The use of any type of fire¬ 
works will result in an arrest. Possession of any 
illegal fireworks will result in an arrest or a 
citation. 

Fireworks are extremely dangerous to per¬ 
sons and property. Each year they injure 
hundreds of persons and cause many fires. 
Sparklers which are often found in the hands 
of children burn at a maiming rate of 3000 
degrees F. One string of firecrackers packs 
the explosive power of at least three sticks of 
dynamite.

John and Jane Buchan, co-grand marshals of 
Sierra Madre’s 1989 Fourth of July Parade share 
some of their past. 

John’s parents, Edith and Jack Buchan, lived 
here when John was born in 1928. Although Jane’s 
family goes back in Sierra Madre before 1910, she 
was brought here in 1927 from Memphis, Tenn., 
where she was born. Her parents were John Edward 
and Sylvia B. Colbert. 

The Buchans, with four children, and the Col¬ 
berts with seven, helped swell Sierra Madre’s pop¬ 
ulation to approximately 1200 people. 

John and Jane remember lots of open space, 
quail everywhere, juicy orange groves all over the 
place, and, of course, clean air. They climbed 
trees and swallov.-ed their ripened oranges, plums, 
figs, apricots, persimmons, tangerines, nectarines, 
avocados and other succulent fruits. They tackled 
berry bushes, grape vines and chewed sap gum from 
the peach tree limbs. Most everyone grew some 
kind of food. They played hard whether they were 
at the mountains, beach or desert. They raced 
Model-T Fords uphill along dirt roads — on foot! 
They hitched rides on “running boards’’ to and 
from the Canyon Pool. 

They hollered and screamed at low-flying air¬ 
planes because they were a rare sight. Sometimes 
the pilot waved back. They chased the ice delivery 
truck for blocks, hoping to get a mouthful of 
its contents. If they could stay awake at night, 
they listed to “Amos and Andy,” “Witches 
Tales,” Helen Hayes in her “Mary Queen of 
Scots” series, “The Green Hornet” and “Fu Man 
Chu” on the radio. They learned respect for 
others and for themselves. 

The Buchans say they would not trade their 
childhood and growing-up days in Sierra Madre

The red begonias and blue pansies in the 51 
hanging flower baskets in the downtown area will 
also carry out the patriotic theme for the holiday. 

The committee announced that it will be adding 
approximately nine new baskets where double bas¬ 
ket may be accommodated on poles, bringing the 
total to some 60 baskets. 

Most of the existing baskets are donations 
from various organizations and individuals who 
wished to honor or commemorate loved ones. 

Many of the baskets have plaques attached; 
others are from anonymous donors. Among the 
plaques are a number of memorials. Several 
plaques read “To Sierra Madre,” one reads “To 
My Three Sons,” another “To the Sierra Madre 
Volunteer Fire Dept, and EMTs,” and one “Happy 
Birthday.” 

Shirley McGillicuddy, chairman of the Beauti¬ 
fication Committee, noted that donations of hang¬ 
ing baskets constitute a lasting contribution to the 
community and, at the same time, may be a memor¬ 
ial to a loved one, a happy birthday or anniver¬ 
sary, or just a permanent gift to someone you 
cherish or the community as a whole. 

The committee plants and fertilizes the bas¬ 
kets and adjoining businesses water the plants. Color 
themes for various holidays and seasons are accepted 
by the committee in both baskets and common 
areas plantings such as the rotunda. 

McGillicuddy stated that the hanging basket 
program has presented more challenges to the com¬ 
mittee than most of its other numerous beautifica¬ 
tion programs. At the same time, she said, it has 
been one of the most rewarding. 

The committee has been experimenting with 
various plants and flowers to determine those that 
react well to the demanding environment imposed 
by the baskets. That latest planting of begonias 
and pansies has been the most successful to date. 

For those who may wish to donate a basket 
the committee announced that baskets with plaques 
are $55; those without plaques are $45. Donations 
may be sent to the Sierra Madre Beautification 
Committee, c/o City Hall, 232 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., with a notation regarding the message to be 
inscribed on the plaque, if desired.

On June 14, 1777, the Continental 
Congress “Resolved: that the flag of the 
United States be made of thirteen stripes, 
alternating red and white, that the union 
be thirteen stars, on a blue field, represen¬ 
ting a new constellation.” 

The thirteen-star flag was made ob¬ 
solete when Vermont joined the Union in 
1791 and Kentucky in 1792. 

A revision was made that added two 
stars and two stripes but in this Second 
Flag act, no provision was made for other 
states that were sure to be formed and be 
admitted to the Union. 

Many and varied were the flags that were 
flown during the following forty years. It 
was 1818 before the new Flag Act per¬ 
manently set the requirements of the thir¬ 
teen stripes and a new star for each state.

$9902. The council unanimously agreed. 

The city’s private liability insurance is changing 
with the advent of more money in the “till” of 
the 22 other agencies that comprise Coachella Valley 
Joint Powers Insurance Authority. City Adminis¬ 
trator McRea has served as president of the board 
for a year with his term ending June 30. 

The new insurance program calls for a $25,000 
deductible with a premium deposit of $80,168 and 
property insurance in the amount of $10,352. Sierra 
Madre premiums were $65,555 and the city has had 
$50,000 self-insured etention )S.LR.), McRea ex¬ 
plained. The non-risk sharing pool has been up 
to $125,000. The premium will convert to a de¬ 
ductible at $50,000. McRea explains that this will 
reduce our exposure by $75,000 since it does away 
witht the non-risk sharing pool. 

Sierra Madre averages liability payments of 
about $15,000 per year. A major loss once in past 
years amounted to $60,000, he stated. 

Police Chief Bill Betts presented a new cadet, 
Sherri Buckley, and three reserves, Larry Pitkin, 
Donald Newman and David Eisenberg. The reserves 
now equal nine, he told the council. 

McRea briefed the courKil once more on the 
$50,000 grant that the city had received this spring. 
The News carried a story two months ago and 
since then the Los Angeles Times has been re¬ 
searching the grant for a future story. 

The grant is for the improvement of Bailey 
Canyon Park and the extension of Jones Peak Trail. 
Parks and Recreation Supervisor Donna Harriman 
worked with Verna Chilton and Caroline Brown 
toward the grant which was received this spring.

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Davidson receives Weich award 


Professor Norman P. Davidson, Sierra Madre, 
of the California Institute of Technology has been 
named recipient of the 1989 Robert A. Welch 
Award in Chemistry, it was announced recently. 

A physical chemist who applied his expertise 
to basic research in molecular biology and genetics. 
Dr. Davidson has pioneered in the introduction of 
a number of novel techniques and discoveries con¬ 
tributing to the understanding of genetic materials. 

“Many of Dr. Davidson’s conceptual break¬ 
throughs in molecular biology have provided power¬ 
ful techniques for gaining insights into how DNA 
and RNA work,” according to Jack S. Josey, presi¬ 
dent of The Welch Foundation. “His active scienti¬ 
fic contributions, which continue today, have span¬ 
ned almost SO years.” 

“Norman Daivdson’s unique and innovative 
contributions are owed, at least in part, to his ability 
to bring a deep understanding of physical and chem¬ 
ical principles to bear on numerous important 
problems in the molecular biology of nucleic acids,” 
according to Dr. Norman Hackerman, chairman 
of the Welch Foundation’s Scientific Advisory Board. 
“Prior to entering his present field almost 30 years 
ago, he had already enjoyed a distinguished career 
in physical and inorganic chemistry, in which his 
contributions included the invention of shockwave 
measurement of very fast chemical reactions as 
well as the co-invention of flash photolysis for the 
study of very fast light-induced reactions.” 

The Robert A. Welch Foundation Award, con¬ 
sidered to be one of the most prestigious awards 
in chemistry, is bestowed each year upon a single 
basic researcher in chemistry for career contributions 
in chemistry and related sciences for the benefit 
of mankind. The 1989 award will consist of $225,000 
a gold medallion and a certificate. It will be 
awarded at a formal banquet in Houston on 
Oct. 23. 

Dr. Davidson’s earliest work, which began in 
the early 1960s, pioneered in bringing physical and 
chemical principles to the understanding of the 
functioning of DNA as the genetic material. He and 
his co-workers invented a new method, called 
heteroduplex analysis, for observing in the electron 
microscope the positions on the threadlike DNA 
and RNA molecules where specific genes were 
located. They devised chemical methods of attaching 
labels, visible in the electron microscope, to specific 
nucleic acid molecules, thus assisting in the recog¬ 
nition of gene positions and of single and double 
stranded regions. 

“Also of great significance have been his kinetic 
and medianistic studies of the association of comple¬ 
mentary and partially complementary single strands 
of nucleic acids and the development of methods 
that reveal the sequences present in various nu¬ 
cleic acid molecules,” according to Dr. John 
D. Daldeschwieler of Caltech. 

Calling these contributions “classics,” Dr. Bal- 
deshwieler said they introducted entirely new metho¬ 
dologies that became standard research tools, that 
led to the solution of major problems in molecular 
biology, and that added many new insights of 
lasting significance. 

Dr. Davidson’s other outstanding contributions 
have included: 

• Isolated for the first time individual components 
of genomic DNAs of higher organisms and pro¬ 
vided the methodology to the world of science. 
Of particular importance was the separation of 
satellite DNAs from the genomic DNA. 

• Developed a method of gel electrophoresis of 
wide use for the measurement of molecular lengths 
of RNAs. This method has proven to be the best 
available for isolating an enriched fraction of bio¬ 
logically active RNA. 


• Using Lambda bacteriophage DNA, carried out 
the first precise measurements of the rate of equil¬ 
ibrium for the cyclinization of linear duplex DNA 
that has single stranded complementary DNA ends. 
These studies provided the basic science for the pre¬ 
sent procedures in every day use in recombinant 
DNA technology for the prepration of recombinant 
circular DNA molecules. 

• Provided a quantitive theory of rate of asso¬ 
ciation of commplementary single strand nucleic 
acids that guided the application of this method 
for measuring copy number of a particular gene 
in the genome. 

• Developed standardized electron microscope 

measurement methods that largely superseded macro¬ 
scope measurements of the properties of collec¬ 
tions of molecules such as ultracentrifugation, vis- 
cometry and light scattering, for accurately deter¬ 
mining the lengths of single or duplex DNA and 
RNA molecules and their circular or linear char¬ 
acter. , 

• Elucidated the role of fertility factors, partic¬ 
ularly the F prime factors, in mediating the func¬ 
tions of sex in bacteria, that is the union of the 
genetic material (DNA) of two mating bacteria. 
In this work. Dr. Davidson and his group dis¬ 
covered that a number of insertion sequences, pre¬ 
viously known or newly discovered by them, oc¬ 
curred on these plasmids. These insertion sequences 
were shown to be transposons and to mediate the 
exchange of DNA between the fertililty factor and 
the main bacterial chromosome. These insights 
helped to sharpen previous inferences from genetic 
experiments in maize and in bacteria as to the na¬ 
ture of the transpostion phenomenon. 

• Mapped the position at which protein mole¬ 
cules bind to specific sequences along a mito¬ 
chondrial DNA and discovered that the gene coding 
for a tRNA occurs in the intergenic region bet¬ 
ween the genes coding for the small and the large 
subunits or rRNA. These mapping experiments 
involved electron microscopy and covalent attach¬ 
ment of the electron opaque molecule, ferritin, to 
the tRNA. 

• Initiated application of the avidin-biotin affinity 
system to gene mapping and isolation. 

• Mapped genes on entire Drosophila chromosomes 
by attaching electron opaque plastic spheres coated 
with a biotin affinity label. 

• Elucidated the structures of the dimmers for 
RNA molecules that occur in retrovial virions, 
including those of the standard RNA tumor viruses 
and of AIDS virus. 

• Showed that informamide solvents, RNA/DNA 
hybrids are more stable than corresponding DNA/ 
DNA complexes, thus leading directly to the 
“Berk-Sharp” method of mapping intervening se¬ 
quences in cloned DNAs. 

• Discovered that in the muscle genes of the fruit 
fly, a diversity of related gene products is com¬ 
monly expressed by alternate splicing of a single 
primary transcript from a single segment of DNA 
This early observation has now been shown to be 
characteristic of many genes of Drosophila as well as 
of some mammalian genes. 

• Using a combination of molecular genetic and 
electrophysiological techniques, and the use of un¬ 
fertilized eggs of the South African clawed toad 
Zenopus, Davidson and co-workers have pioneered 
in the identification, cloning and characterization 
of genes coding for the ion channels and neural 
transmitter receptors that occur in mammalian 
nervous systems. These studies, now widely applied, 
provide the best approach for learning about the 
protein components responsible for electrical signal¬ 
ing in the brain.

On June 16, 1988, the first Main Street 
column appeared in The News. It was nty first 
shot at telling the Main Street story and the be¬ 
ginning of a journey toward downtown re¬ 
vitalization. That effort summarized the events 
that preceded Sierra Madre’s official involve¬ 
ment in the California State Main Street 
program. It also introduced a con¬ 
cept fundamental to our ulti¬ 
mate success. That concept is “the forging 
of a series of partnerships among and between 
the public and private sectors.” 

How is the process going? Is progress 
being made? Is the forge turning out strong, 
effective partnerships? 

One of Webster’s definitions of forge is to 
“move forward slowly and steadily.” Anyone 
involved, especially the board of directors, will 
confirm that is taking place. Sometimes the 
“slowly” is more visible than the “steadily.” 
For instance, planning progress has been 
steady; putting into place a strong, functional 
management organization structure to guide 
and direct our revitalization process. 

On the other hand, slowly may be an 
exaggerated description of our progress to at¬ 
tract active, participating volunteers. Some sug¬ 


gest our nominal recruitment is because people 
are waiting to see if success if possible. 
Few people want to spend time and effort if 
it isn’t going to produce tangible results. Others 
explain they still don’t understand what Main 
Street is all about or how they can join the 
program. Main Street State Coordinator Pat 
Noyes suggestd the effective organization effort 
during the past year may have produced such 
a strong appearing program that most business 
people believe there isn’t anything for them to 
do. 

From staff’s perspective several strong 
partnerships are being forged. A great deal of 
“heat and hammering,” another of Webster’s 
definitions, has taken place to move Main 
Street and the Chamber of Commerce leader¬ 
ship toward the kind of working relationship 
with which both can be comfortable. There^s 
more work to be done but a positive shape is 
emerging. 

City Council members have continued their 
individual and collective support. Funding of 
the marketing niche study is but one tangible 
case in point. The Kiwanis interest has been 
demonstrated through their early sponsorship 
of a Main Street workshop and program up¬ 
date invitations. The City Beautification Com¬ 
mittee appointed two members to serve as liaison 
on Main Street task forces and have supported 
Main Street efforts. Our City Recreation De¬ 
partment staff has become an active participant 
in planning and carrying out promotions. 

There are more partnerships formed and 
forming. They are all very important. Our 
partnerships are young, just beginning the 
truest of tests, the test of time.

Clearly, in his mind 
river travel was best 
and the Potomac River, 
the shortest route. 
The history of what 
happened next is very 
interesting and re¬ 
sulted in the negotiation 
of inter-state com¬ 
pacts, the formation of 
an operating company 
and the “smoothing” 
of the river passage, 
including the construc¬ 
tion of “The Patowmack 
Canal” at Great Falls 
on the Virginia side of 
the Potomac River. 

Here the river drops 
over 80 feet in less than 
a mile through a narrow 
rocky gorge. The series 
of locks on the canal 
to lower the barges 
downstream took 16 
years to build. The 
project was a financial 
failure due to extreme 
variations in rainfall 
making the route 


impassable most of the 
year and was later 
replaced by the C&O 
canal on the Maryland 
side of the river, and 
then by the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad. 


Today, the canal is 
a National Historic 
Monument and a part of 
the National Park system. 
Visitors can view the 
remains of the Potts- 
Wilson iron forge, Sam-

uel Briggs grist mill, 
the five locks and 
Mather Gorge. Normally 
5 billion gallons of 
water flow through the 
gorge each day in May. 
However, due to 
our wet spring, 13.5 bil¬ 
lion gallons were 
flowing the day we visit¬ 
ed. It really is a 
beautiful sight.

Russell named 
to special committee 

Senator Newton R. 
Russell (R-Glendale) has 
been named to the re¬ 
cently-created Joint 
Committee on Energy 
Regulation and the 
Environment. 

The Joint Com¬ 
mittee will examine the 
structure, authority and 
coordination of the more 
than 20 state agencies 
with energy-related func¬ 
tions. The Committee 
must report its find¬ 
ings and recommenda¬ 
tions for changes to 
these agencies by March 
15, 1990. 

“There appears to 
be significant 

fragmentation, duplica¬ 
tion, overlap and con¬ 
fusion in state energy 
policy caused by the 
large number and 
current organization 
of these agencies,” 
Russell said. 

“Plus, the energy 
issues facing California 
today and into the 
next century were not 
fully recognized at the 
time these agencies were 
established. We need to 
examine the ability 
of our energy agencies 
to deal with today’s 
energy problems int 
transportation, air 
quality and other envi¬ 
ronmental management 
issues,’’ Russell noted. 

Even the state’s two 
chief energy agencies, 
the California Energy 
Commission and the Cali¬ 
fornia Public Utilities 
Commission, called for a 
review of state energy 
functions in a report 
to the Legislature 
last year.

Dr. Davidson, who was born in Chicago in 1916, 
received his B.S. degree in chemistry at the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago, his B.Sc. in chemistry from Ox¬ 
ford University, and his Ph.D. from the University 
of Chicago. 

In 1946 he joined the California Institute of 
Technology faculty, where he is now Norman W. 
Chandler Professor of Chemical Biology Emeritus 
and Interim Chairman of the Division of Biology. 
He earlier served as Chairman of the Faculty and 
as Executive Officer in Chemistry at Caltech. 

Honors include Phi Beta Kappa, Rhodes Scholar, 
National Academy of Sciences, Peter Debye Award 
in Physical Chemistry, 1980 California Scientist of 
the Year, and Dickson Prize for Science from Car- 
negie-Mellon University. He is a fellow of the 
American Academy of Arts and Sciences.

Recent graduates share 
views with schooi board 


Five recent Arcadia 
High School grad¬ 
uates made an unsched¬ 
uled appearance at 
Monday night’s school 
board meeting to share 
their views and 
concerns about the direc¬ 
tion of Arcadia educa¬ 
tion. 

Maret Bower, Henry 
Chen, Michael Janesin, 
Michelle Sintov and 
Dootsdemm Thongthiraj, 
who represent some of 
the top students in their 
graduating class, talked 
about teachers for 
the advanced place¬ 
ment classes, extra curric¬ 
ular activities, drug 
education, aids, the 
newly restructured English 
offerings, communica¬ 
tion and the dropout 
rate at Arcadia High 
School. 

Bower expressed con¬ 
cern that as new teachers 
replace the retiring ad¬ 
vanced placement teach¬ 
ers, they may not come 
up to the high quality 
of the current 


teachers. 

The existing program 
on AIDS education is 
superficial, explained 
Chen, who also was 
concerned about a high 
dropout rate as printed 
in a major southland 
newspaper. The board 
later explained that 
current statistics point 
to a 2.7 dropout 
rate, which was con¬ 
siderably lower than 
previously reported. 

Thongthiraj expressed 
concern about the new 
direction of English 
classes which will be 
offered on a semester 
basis rather than the 
quarter program. She 
felt that teachers 
might not have the same 
enthusiasm for the 
semester classes. 

A need for better 
communication between 
students and administra¬ 
tors was expressed by 
Thongthiraj who 
said that it was in¬ 
hibiting to have to make 
an appointment to see 
administrators. 


Superintendent Stephen 
Goldstone felt positive 
about the comments made 
by the former students 
and about the system that 
produced “such articulate 
young people.” 

All board members 
praised the students 
but felt that the 
board already was work¬ 
ing on the issues. Board 
member Bob Kladifko, 
who is principal at Reseda 
High School, said, in 
response to Thongthiraj’s 
comments, that the desire 
to be accessible was 
hard especially on a 
large campus. 

Jim Martin, who has 
been the student repre¬ 
sentative to the board, 
said that he had felt 
the board and administra¬ 
tion to be accessible and 
that they had listened 
to him. However, he 
did express concern that 
the students had not come 
to him with their ideas 
as he was elected to be 
the liaison from the 
student body to the 
board.

Through direct dona¬ 
tions, a special dance 
and band assembly, the 
students raised the 
needed $808.45 to donate 
to the Lamotrek Atoll 
Basketball Court

The small, isolated 
island of Lamotrek Atoll 
in the north Pacific 
Ocean has virtually no 
recreation facilities for 
the approximately 
300 people who live on 
the one square mile of 
the island. The 
community is anxious to 
build a basketball court 
to address that need, 
according to Jonathan 
Pearson, a Peace Corps 
volunteer. 

Because the island is 
small, there is no land 
available for ball 
fields where the island 
youths can play, and a 


basketball court is 
more feasible because it 
requires a small piece of 
land, explains Xavier 
Yarofalyang, head 
teacher at the Lamotrek 
Elementary School. 

“Another reason we 
want the basketball 
court is that our stu¬ 
dents who are sent 
to the high schools 
always find it hard to 
play the game because 
they don’t have any 
skills in the first 
place. Thus, they 
are usualy left out from 
the students of the 
other islands,” writes the 
teacher. 

The Peace Corps 
Partnership Program 
submitted several pro¬ 
jects for consideration, 
and the Foothills student 
council selected the 
basketball project, 
according to Mark La 
Forest, assistant principal. 
Though the court has 
not been built yet, the 
school has received letters 
from school students 


expressing thanks for 
the donation. Most of 
the students wrote, “I 
am proud of you.” 

La Forest anticipates 
further communication 
with the island children 
so that Foothills stu¬ 
dents can learn more 
about this area of the 
world as they help 
others in the outreach 
project.
